He 
encountered the negroes in a neéar- 
by alley, and questioned them. 
Then he said he was going to take 
one to jail. 

As the chief grasped the man’s 
arm, the negro fired twice from 
a pistol hidden beneath his coat. 
One bullet struck Chief Thornton 
in the chest and the other entered 
his right side. 

Chief Opens Fire. 

Although mortally wounded, 
Chief Thornton opened fire with 
his service pistol, firing three shots 
at the fleeing negroes. Thornton 
then collapsed and died a few 
minutes later. 

In the ensuing search a .38-cali- 
ber pistol was found behind a 
fence near the alley. Sheriff C. T. 
Thurston expressed belief this was 
the fatal weapon. It will be ex- 
amined for fingerprints. 

Sheriff Thurston said he believ- 
ed one of the negroes was wound- 
ed. 

Lon E. Sullivan, deputy com- 
missioner of the State Department 
of Public Safety, notified in At- 
lanta of the slaying, brought the 
state highway po..ce into action.
